1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 1 1/13/04 is acknowledged. Applicants 
have cancelled claim 7, amended claims 1-6, and presented new claims 8-13. 
Therefore, the claims under consideration are the claims 1-6,8-13, which are 
renumbered as claims 1-12 respectively. 

3. Applicants' cancellation of claim, amendments to claims as stated earlier, and 
their remarks and arguments are sufficient for the withdrawal of rejections made under 
35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph second. 

4. The cancellation of claim 7 and has made the rejection made under 35 U.S.C. 
112 paragraph one. 

5. The closest prior art of record ref. Ruminski et al (WO 97 08145). discloses 
making of many derivatives of lactones (see Examples N on page 102 lines 1-19, 
Example 362 on page 588 lines 1-25 recite making of 3-(1,4,5,6-tetrahydro)- 5,5- 
dimethylpyrimidine-2-yl amino derivative from the respective lactone. 

Applicants have cancelled claim 7, and affirmed that the instant R6 and R7 of 
instant claim 1 are different than the ref. '145 i.e. instant invention involves dihalo 
substituted phenyl ring fused onto lactone ring. 

6. The reference either alone or in combination does not indicate or suggest at 
arriving to the instant invention. 

7. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
